Lucia, has cabled the following ac- 
count of the phenomena witneaacd at 
the time of the recent outbreak of 
Mont Pelee, Martinique: 

“Between 8 and 9 o'clock In the 
evening of Angnat 30 a apcctoclc ol 
terrible grandeur waa witneaacd from 
here. A pitch black clond hung over 
the laland ot Martioie, throngh which 
ahot at Interval* pillara of flame high 
In the aky, which broke ia lantaatlc 
iorm* ol colored fire and aeattered 
ahowera of fiery apatka. About 
nightfall clonda arere darting abont 
Ilk* million* of fir* file*, and above 
all tbcac large aurcoica appanred in 
the aky. 

Th* correapondent then pracceda to 
confirm the detail* of the trnptlon aa 
already known, and taya: 

‘ 'Thera waa tremendona earth rom- 
bllagaand enploatonA The gronnd 
rockad and nothing could atond on 
Ublc* or ahclvc*. Boat* for St. Pierre 
were nnabi* to mack the town owing 
to the fall of hot aahea and a tidal 
wave deatroyed the whole ol the ara 
front of L* Carbet.

Lucien Arnold was given a life sen- 
tence in the Daviess Circuit Court 
Monday for the mnrder of Luther 
Robinson at Powers, Daviess county, 
two years ago. 

On the day oi the Goebel-Hardin- 
Stone primary, Jnne ly, 1900, Lucien 
and Hugh Arnold, brothers, and a 
number of other Republicans, were 
brought up to Owensboro to vote for 
Goebel, and upon their return to Pow- 
ers very drunk, they proceeded tu 
raise trouble with everybody. Con- 
stable Ftaak Head undertook to ar- 
rest them, but the crowd was to big 
for him and be summoned Luther 
Robinson to help him make tbs ar- 
rest. In bis effort to do bis duty as a 
peace officer, Roblnaon waa killed by 
the Arnold boys, one ot them cutting 
and the other shooting him with a 
pistol. The Arnold bovs were ar- 
rested and brought to the Owensboro 
jail where Lucien has been confined 
ever since. 

Niatly a year ago they were tried 
^oiufly and given at years In the pen- 
Iteatlary, but on account oi the jolot 
verdict being illegal, the trial was set 
aside. At a later term Hugh Arnold 
waa given a second trial and sent up 
for life, and a jury Monday gave Ln- 
cien a like sectence.

Schlietzbanm and J. H. Boatner, 
charged with attempting to rob tbe 
American Bxpress Company of $z8,- 
000. Natter Gllatrap charged with 
tbe murder of Thomas Bnrton. Effie 
Bartlett, charged with infanticide. 
Alvin Baker, (colored,) charged with 
shooting and wounding, and Snllen* 
ger and Cunningham, two Leitcbficid 
negroes, charged with robbing Alfred 
Stewart.

Hick’S Weather for September. 

Our storm diagram shows a strong 
combination of disturbing causes 
bearing on the opening days of Sep- 
tember. From the ist to tbs 4th falls 
the cnlmlnation ol a regular Vulcan 
period, Inteoalfied by Mercury, Mara 
and Earth, with new moon on the lat 
and Moon on the celestial equator on 
the 3rd. Warm weather generally 
will most likely prevail at the open- 
ing ol the month, with tailing barom- 
eter, growing humidity, and other 
storm Indications spreading eastward 
from west and aouthweat. 

On and touching the and to 4th no 
one should be surprised by energetic 
storms ol rain, wind and thunder. 
This la one of the autumnal equinoc- 
tial periods In which heavy equator- 
ial storms are quite probable.

In those regions and bringing high 
barometer, northerly winds and quite 
cools weather over all nothern and 
central parts of the country. Timely 
and positive Indications as to which 
way matters will turn, will appear to 
alt who pay attertlon to the anbject. 
The chances are that frosta will occur 
northward about the 4th to the 7th. 

The elements will react into storm 
conditions of more or leas energy, 
progressing from west to east about 
the 7th to 9th. The center of the 
Mara period tails on the nth, and on 
and about this date, it must be re- 
membered, our globe reaches a crisis 
or maximum ol magnetic and electric 
excitation, as a eule caublng^ many 
curious phenomeiM In earth and air.
